Th e Jenks case is familiar to nearly 
everyone in the county who has read 
the papers during the last few years. 
For many years the couple lived on 
the north side. 
T h ey had a large fa­ 
mily of children but one after another 
left home or was taken away from 
them and sent to the state schools 
until finally not an offspring was left. 
“ Old Charley” as he was familiarly 
known about the court house, was the 
worst beggar and petty grafter in the 
history of the county. 
I Pe was con­ 
tinually around trying to work some 
county or city officer 
so he could 
get 
money 
out 
of the relief 
fund. 
Often 
his 
cute 
games 
worked 
but 
finally when the last child had been 
taken from the couple Charley was 
cut riff by the soldiers’ relief commis- 
sion and by the poor commissioners. 
Mrs. Jenks was given assistance for 
a time during a period that she pro­ 
mised to live apart from her husband,. 
but the commissioners finally discov­ 
ered that Charley was still working 
his domestic graft on the quiet to se­ 
cure money from her little pittance. 
Finally the county authorities suc­ 
ceeded in shipping Charley to some 
relatives in W atertow n but the faith­ 
ful wife demanded to go too and was 
sent with him. 
T h e y returned short­ 
ly, however, and Mrs. Jenks was again 
placed on the soldier’s relief list un­ 
der promise that she would not live 
with her husband. 
Finally the latter 
went to Melrose where he has other 
relatives, and relieved of the influence 
of his presence Mrs. 
Jenks 
finally 
consented to get a legal separation. 
Old Charley often boasted of the 
fact that lie had not worked for 20 
years.
